welcomed to the University by Dr. 
T. Cyril James at a Faculty lun- 
clicon sclicdulcd ior Monday noon, 
and will stay at R.V.C. as the guest 
of Dr. M. V. noscoc. In addition to 
McGill, Miss Rowland will spcalc 
addressing groups of students at 
to student assemblies at tlic Univer- 
sité do Montreal, sir George Will- 
iams College, Montreal Higli School 
and Macdonald College. The time 
and place of Miss Rowland's ad- 
dresses to McGill will be announced 
in Monday's Daily. 

Wilmina Rowland's life story is 
full of her wide connections with 
student life both in American and 
in the many countries of the world 
in which she has lived. She is a 
native of Georgia, did her under- 
graduate worlc at Wilson College 
and holds degrees from Yale Uni- 
versity and Union Theological Se- 
minary. 

The I.S.S. campaign to help in the 
effort of providing for prisoners of 
war, students in battle-torn coun- 
tries, refugees and evacuees re- 
quires the support of every student 
in order to reach its objective. And 
during the course* of next week all 
students will be asked to contribute 
one dollar as their share in sup- 
porting the increased work of the 
W.S.R. 

The committee in charge of the 
campaign feel particularly fortunate 
in being able to present Miss Row- 
land to tlic student body because of 
her outstanding sympathy and 
knowledge regarding the work of 
the W.S.R. today. 

After her graduation from col- 
lege, Miss Rowland spent three 
years in China as a teacher; and 
during her residence in the Far 
East she travelled in China, Japan, 
and India. She also spent a full 
winter studying in Europe, which 
gave her an opportunity to visit 
univcrsllics in England and Wales 
and to become acquainted with 
student work in other European 
countries. 

Following her visit to McGill 
next week. Miss Rowland will con- 
tmue on to Queen's University, 
where an I.S.S. campaign will also 
be in progress.

Pre-Med Society 
Hears Pedley 

"Medicine, Past 
Present And Fulurc" . 
Topic Of Lecture 

The members of the Pre-Medical 
Society were addressed by Dr. F. 
G. Pcdicy in the Union Ballroom 
yesterday. Dr. Pcdicy, who is an 
cssistant professor of IndustrlM 
Hygiene at McGill, lectured on 
"Medicine,* Past, Present and Fu- 
lurc." • • 

In his lecture he traced the evo- 
lution of modern medicine from the 
wonderful discoveries of Louis 
Pasteur to the medicine of the mod- 
ern age with the discoveries of the 
«ulfa^drugs and penicillin. 

"Despite the many advancements 
In the medical field in modem 
limes." stated Dr. Pedley, "there 
arc many disadvantages in the mod- 
ern system of private medical prac- 
tice, the most important being the 
high cost of medical services, which 
in most cases are unobMmable for 
the poorer class of people. There 
definitely seems to be a popular de- 
mand for government - sponsored 
medical care." 

In conclusion Dr. Pedley stated 
that the medical and pre-mcdlcal 
students of today will experience 
an important and interesting change 
in the field of medicine.,

Faces McGill 
In Debate 

Discussion Held 
AtR.V.C. 
This Afternoon 



"Resolved that Trade Unions 
should be incorporated, by law", is 
the topic of debate this afternoon 
when McGill ' opposes Middlebury 
College at the R.V.C. Common 
Room. This topic Is one which is 
currently being widely discussed 
both here In Canada and in the 
United States,' and wis chosen 
chiefly on that account 

McGill will uphold the negative 
side of. the resolution, and will be 
represented by Lloyd McCiintock 
and Joan MacFarlane. The former, 
a third year student in the Law 
Faculty, Is expected to present the 
legal and political aspects of the 
subject, while Joan, President of 
the Women's Debating Union, will 
consider the resolution from the 
ecoiiomic angle. ' . 

Middlebury has won the last two 
debates against McGill, and is re- 
ported to be sending a strong team 
in an endeavour to make it threc- 
in-a-row. The judges of the debate 
which is scheduled for S p.m.; will 
be an official of the International 
Labor, Office and a professor in the 
Faculty, of Arts. 

The Middlebury debaters will be 
guests at the athletic festival later 
in the evening, when their school- 
mates clash with McGill In compe- 
tition of a different sort. The debate 
today initiates a series of inter col- 
legiate meets, wbIcli:^wiUt> Include 
clashes with Macdonald S and Sir 
George Williams* Colleges. 



U. of T. Debates 
Japanese Gains 

Growing Population 
Should Be Noted 
/In Post-war Plans 

Allowance should be made for 
Japan's expanding population In 
post-war territorial adjustments, the 
University College Parli||nent of 
Toronto decided Friday in defeat- 
ing the motion, "Resolved: That 
Japan should not t>e allowed to ex- 
pand beyond the Japanese islands 
after the war." 

Introducing the motion, Prime 
Minister Roy Clark said Uiat any 
Japanese expansion after this war 
would be territorial aggrandisement 
and a violation of the Atlantic 
Charter. We need cooperation and 
understanding in the world and this 
will not be possible if there is ex- 
pansion of one country at the ex- 
pense of another. 

Increase in population observable 
over the last SO years is uniform all 
over' the world, the speaker pointed 
out. 'If we -attempt to solve Japan's 
problems by allowing her to ex- 
pand, how are we going to give 
justice to other countries whose 
populations are also expanding? 

Speaking against the motion, 
Gord McCaffrey said that we arc 
concerned with japan's future 
state, and the real problem lies in 
the attitude of European peoples 
to the people of the East, looking 
on them as backward people to be 
exploited. Japan will have no mar- 
kets for her manufactured goods 
if she. has no colonies, and high 
tariffs keep her goods out of for- 
eign countries. 

Government speaker Philip 
Cooper said that Japan i; a theo- 
cracy, ruled by Shintoism, and that 
it ' is considered to be the divine 
mission of the Japanese to bring 
all otiîers within this religion by 
any means at their disposal. 

J. Turchin, for' the opposition, 
said that in preparing for this war, 
Japan was aided by materials from 
Manchuria, Korea and the United 
States, and Is not economically scif- 
.sufficicnt. The question, he saia. Is 
not one of whether Japan should be 
allowed to expand, or not. but the 
degree of expansion which should 
be allowed.

Quebec, February 3— (CUP)— 
Addressing the St. Jean Baptist 
Society in Quebec Wednesday 
night. Rev. Adrien Varettc, par- 
ish priest of a Plymouth, N.H., 
church, said, "Creation of a 
French university in New Ehg- 
, land would greatly help tlie sur- 
vival ol the French language 
and Roman Catholic religion 
among the 3,000,000 Franco- 
Americans across the border." 

The priest proposed the uni- 
versity to be located at Wor- 
cester, Mass.

Comniittee 

Gives Report 

Of Religious Groups 

Kingston, February 4.— (CUP)— 
The findings of the commission on 
religion, a sub-division of the Onta- 
rio Youth Commission, we're dis- 
cussed at a meeting of S.C.M., New- 
man Club Hillel Foundation, and 
I.V.C.F. representatives at a meet- 
ing held in Ban Righ Common 
Room on Sunday, January SO. 

Dean Douglas gave a brief resume 
of the purpose of the Youth Com- 
mission, and mentioned the active 
part taken by D. W. A. Macintosh 
and Dr. Gregory Vlastos, former 
members of the staff of Queen's 
University, in the formation and 
work of the commission. The com- 
mission was formed to discuss the 
problems of youth in the post-war 
world under the headings of em- 
ployment, health, recreation, mlno- 
ritles, family, religion, and citizen- 
ship, and to present concrète pro- 
posals to the government utider 
these headings. 

"That comparative religion should 
be, made available to final-year 
high school students" was propos- 
ed, in addition to a resolution that 
"Communities take an active stand 
against all racial and religijus dis- 
crimination occurring in the com- 
munity, with special consideration 
bemg given to those minorities iso- 
lated by ■ war conditions." Both 
resolutions were approved and are 
being forwarded to the commis- 
sion. 

The Ontario Youth Commission 
has been taking an active interest 
'in matters relating, to youth in the 
post-war world.

U. of T. President 
Notes Research Progrjess 

In his annual report for 1842- 
43, Dr. H. J. Cody, president of 
the University of Toronto, stated 
yesterday that great achievements 
had been recorded in education 
and war research. He suggested 
a future program of building 
: expansion, Increased endow- 
' ments and scholarships and pos- 
sible reconsideration of acad- 
emic salary schedules. 

"Buildings liècèsnry for our 
adequate accomniodation should 
be erected as soon as financial 
resoureesj permit and priorities 
can be oélàlned," Dr. Cody said. 
He urged "escape from the fault 
of unpreparcdncss." 

The report said the univer- 
sity's Connaught laboratories . 
reached highest production in 
its history last year, supplying 
needs of the armed forces, for 
vaccines and sera "in very large 
measure." •

To University Residence 

' News has been received from 
Queen's .University. Twenty- 
five girls have been attacked by 
scarlet fever. As a precaution- 
ary measure they were con- 
fined to their University resi- 
dence, Goodwin House. The 
quarantine was put into effect 
last Thursday and was to be in 
effect for two weeks, but owing 
to the decrease of cases it has 
been decided to lift the quar- 
antine' today. 

This is the first time in thirty 
years fciything of the like has 
happened atj,(}ueen's. The epi- 
demic is on tiiVdowngrade, the 
authorities stated, and all will 
be normal again in a few days.

De Senectute 

Statisticians tell us that our popula- 
tion is growing older. That is, with im- 
. proved standards of nutrition, better medi- 
cal cnre, more decent working conditions, 
people are living longer. To the keepers of 
the public purse, this development Is caus- 
ing no little concern, for a larger group of 
older persons means in theory at least, a 
larger group of non-employables, and this, 
in turn, means larger sums must be appro- 
priated for national pension schemes. On 
the other hand this tendency may prove 
invaluable to the body politic in the stabil- 
izing effect it will lend to the post-war 
world. 

In attempting to differentiate between 
the social attitudes of old age on the one 
hand, and youth on the other, the tradi- 
tional view has been to treat youth as be- 
ing progressive, forward-minded, and to 
consider old age as conscr\'ativc, mindful 
of the past. It is more than possible that 
this interpretation is not entirely correct. 
For, is not old age to be thought of as 
opposed to extreme and violent change, 
rather than as opposed to change of any 
sort. Youth is always associated with 
change, yet we all know that change can 
be either progressive or regressive. As ex- 
amples of regressive change there are the 
revolutions in Italy and Germany follow- 
ing the last World War, revolutions in 
which youth played & dominant, if not the 
dominant role. 

The minds of the vast majority of 
youth today are devoted to the prosecu* 
tion of.a.war. AVhatever issues might have 
conceniedius in peace-time, they have been 
set aside in favor of the national emerg- 
ency. The war-time mind is one in which 
the fundamental heed of self-preservation 
must, and does predominate. Not only 
must it predominate, but it must do so to 
the* real detriment of those lesser issues 
' which in peaceful days would have been 
6ur normal concern. The question which 
we arè raising hero is this: how remote, 
how forgotten arc these problems. Arc they 
capable of being revived immediately after 
the war by a generation which has con- 
sciously had to ignore them for ncariy 
, five years? It will not be sufficient that 
they be revived a génération or two frôm 
now— too much valuable time will have 
been lost. 

Can dur generation adjust itself to a 

world of ordered judgments in the place 
of thoso hurried expediencies which aro 
necessary when a people is faced with an- 
jt' nihilation? It is \ùiy possible in the post- 
feV war worid that youth will have fôrgottcii 
|;-.' how to be tolerant, and that the on6 group 
in whom this pritiolcss virtue will reside 
; will be that of the older generation. Any 
.plan or plans for tomorrow's worid which 
the statesmen work out must be viewed 
with these thoughts in mind. The future 
must not bo thought of only as a techno- 
logical paradise, but accompanied by the 
realization thatr any lasting progress will 
be made only on the firm foundation, of a 
youth reassimiUted to th6 role of diUaen. 
In the western world w6 dû not wish a ré- 
currence of the Conflict betwécn thé gcn- 
eratJoiis which characterized the political 
life of Germany at the end of the last war. 
Let us recognize the enormous task con- 
fronting our generation, and may our 
elders for whom the privilege of frcb 
enquiry has remained open during thé war 
years lend the counsel of their experience.

'Cortez' Ends Traming 
For Bout with Sabbath 

Stormy Scenes Prevail as "Doc" 
Legalizes Commando Hold 



Camp Maupas, Que., February 3/— 
Word wps received late last night 
that "Don Carlos Cortez" was back 
at his training headquarters, having 
signed the final papers for his 
coming mat engagement wlUi "Doc" 
Joey Sabbath. It was revealed that 
the deal was clinched Wednesday 
evening, at a stormy meeting In 
Commissioner Hay Finlay's office, 
the details of which are now 
released for publication. 

Accompanied by his manager, 
Sabbath was the first to arrive 
attired in a natty sports ensemble 
and sporUng pearl-grey spats and 
fedora. He seemed cheerful enough, 
and at his ease, Indulging in a 
torrent of wisecracks, most of which 
were directed against his opponent. 

The Mystery Man came in ;en 
minutes late, his conservative aUirc 
in sharp contrast' to that of his 
opponent His arrival precipitated 
a hot and heavy debate that lasted 
for hours. 

For one solid hour a heated dU- 
cussion went on that involved Sab- 
bath's use of the Judo neck lock, a 
Commando ho^ld with which he had 
subduisd his last sixteen opponents. 
Many caustic comments were ban- 
died back and forth— the Mexican's 
wrath so great at one Ume that ho 
was restrained from attacking his 
opponent only by the united inter- 
vention of a dozen onlookers. The 
Conunlssloner's final decision re- 
garding the Japanese neck hold— 
SabbaUi will be Bllo\vod to use It 
so long as his wrist does not touch 
Uie jugular vein. The annoiincement 
was received in angry prétest by 
Cortez, who maintained that if the 



legality of the hold was determined 
by the very fact that the Comman- 
dos used it, he, Cortez, ought to be 
permitted to bring a machine gun 
into the ring wiUi him. as well as 
a couple of hand grenades. This 
reply brought forth a sally of 
laughter from the onlookers. Sab- 
bath In the meanwhile deriding the 
Mexican's wrestling ability In no 
uncertain terms. It is evident that 
there is no love lost between the 
two boys. 

Sabbath, outside, made his first 
public statement before the match, 
expressing complete confidence in 
his ability to thrash his opponent 
and— wo quote— "aend him back to 
whatever hole he came from, the 
rat" 

Cortez left immediately after the 
meeting, and was not contacted till 
his arrival here yesterday. When 
asked to comment on his opponent, 
Cortez replied in a torrent of volu- 
ble Spanish I x I z x (a literal 
translation is impossible here, but 
the 'substance of his remarks was), 
"Sabbath>ls,a punk." The mystery 
man stated further that If Sabbath 
expected to do any dancing after 
the match, he'd better have his 
crutches handy. 

That remains to be seen; but it 
must be admitted that in the past 
week workouts have been coming 
along in fine style, and the Bull of 
the Pampas seems out In earnest tq 
make good his threats. 

Sabbath is scheduled to enter the 
ring at 155, Cortez at 185, but the 
Mexican, when asked to confirm his 
starting weight, was extremely eva- 
sive, a fact which may or may not 
prove significant.

Provincial Autonomy Is Key 
note of First Address — 

Raymond Sends Message 



Andre Laurcndeau, 35-ycar-old 
general secretary of the Bloc Pop 
ulairc Canadien party, told dele 
gates at the opening of the parly'i 
first annual convention in the 
Windsor Hotel last night that the 
Canadian people want a political 
policy which will respect the au 
tonomy of the provinces, will be 
daringly, social and will be Can- 
adian first of all. 

He asked more than 300 dele 
gates from all parts of the prov- 
ince, from Ontario and from the 
Maritimes how anyone could ex- 
pect the old political parties to sup 
ply such a policy. 

' Mr. Laurcndeau was the : main 
speaker at the opening meeting of 
the convention, which' was semi- 
public, the press being admitted. 

Maxime : Raymond, M.P. for 
Beauharnols-Laprairie, leader of 
the party, was not present for the 
opening of ' the congress but he 
forwarded a message in which he 
stated that the supporters of the 
party would learn at this conven 
tion details of the policy and the 
program of the Bioç Populaire Can- 
adien. He promised that he would 
be present today to greet the dele- 
gates. 

Mr. Laurendeau in his opening 

address stated that "the Canadian 

people nbscurcly w.Tnt a p olicy 



which,, without being Jingo, will 
respect the autonomy of the pro- 
vinces; a policy which, without 
being anti-British, will be Canadian 
first Qfxail." 

"Can the old parties give us this 
policy?." Mr. Laurendeau asked. 
"Can they care for these wounds 
they are greaUy responsible for?" 
'Have they the necessary strength 
to pull us out of the predicament 
In which they have thrown us?" 

"How could one dare entirust a 
dark future to these old parties, 
whose spine is formed not unlike a 
dollar sign?. . How could one ex 
pect reforms for public salvation 
from these old parties which for 
more than 40 years have accumulât' 
ed mostly ruins?" he asked. 

The three day convention, which 
will terminate on Sunaay with 
luncheon meeting at noon, will be 
held behind closed doors. No dc 
finite information as to the reasons 
for the meetings being held in sec- 
ret could be obtained last night, 
however it was learned from re- 
liable sources that the meetings will 
be held in secret because of ,cx 
pcctcd heated discussions over dis- 
sension within tho party.
